Superintendent’s interim plan would 
hire 16 teachers; mixed opinions on 
value of 82-minute class periods

It’s hard for Andover High School senior Laura 
Craig-Comin to imagine a high school experience 
that didn’t include block scheduling. 

The 82-minute class periods allow for a richer 
learning experience and contribute to “one of the 
best educations in the state or country,” she says. 

But for town leaders and others, block schedul- 
ing is quite different from the high school experi- 
ence they remember. 

In the AHS schedule, students are in class for 
82 minutes. This means that a full-credit course 
meets every other day, all year long, or every day 
for half the year. 

Leaders say the value of the longer “block” 
periods cannot be measured against their cost until 
they know the teacher-to-student ratio for every 
class at AHS, says selectman Mary Lyman. 

That information has been requested, but even 
after the presentation of approximate classroom 
sizes by AHS principal Peter Anderson at last 
week’s School Committee meeting, the request 
has not been met, said Lyman, a former Andover 

school administrator and School Committee mem-

In the Fall River case, since

ticular manner which 1s not 
shared by the general public. 

The Court, therefore, decid- 
ed that on the record before it, 
the burial permit charge was 
better characterized as a (pro- 
hibited ) tax rather than a (per- 
missible) fee because: the payer 
of the fee derives no benefit that 
is not shared by the general pub- 
lic, proper interment is manda- 
tory by state law, the burial per- 
mit is mandatory by state law, 
and, perhaps most importantly, 
it did not appear in the trial 
court record that the funds are 
used in Fall River to defray the 
cost of enforcing the particular 
regulations. 

Thus, without the approval of 
the legislature, Fall River cannot 
require such a payment. Howev- 
er, the Court made it clear that 
the question of whether a charge 
is a tax or a fee is to be deter

her client complained to the Bar 
about the bill, Johnson posted 
confidential information about 
ihe case on her Web site. 

The third charge is that John- 
son failed to turn over discovery 
evidence to opposing counsel 
after being ordered to do so by a 
judge. 

Although she had planned to 
retire a year ago, Johnson said 
she now wants to continue prac- 
ticing law on behalf of those 
who cannot afford private attor- 
neys. She said she plans to fight 
disbarment, if that is the board’s 
decision, all the way to the SJC. 

“I have a tremendous pro 
bono practice,” she said. 
“What's upsetting is that if they 
take away my law license, | 
won't be able to continue help- 
ing poor people, like the ones 
who visit my Web site. Whom 
will they rely on?” 

Johnson said she intends to 
file a federal lawsuit against the 
bar counsel and the bar over- 
seers. 

“T will be suing for millions 
and if I get the money, years 
down the line, I will be setting 
up a fund to help change the sys- 
tem and get better representation 
for poor people,” she said.

Legislators awarded 


Area legislators were hon- 
ored recently for their support of 
legal aid for low-income people 
in the community. State Sen. 
Susan Tucker received a “Pillar 
of Justice” certificate during a 
ceremony hosted by Neighbor- 
hood Legal Services (NLS) and 
Merrimack Valley Legal 
Services (MVLS). Also receiv- 
ing awards were Andover’s state 
Reps. Barry Finegold and Bar- 
bara L Italien 

The legislators were honored 
for restoring $7.6 million in 
state funding to legal aid earlier 
this year, including $1.08 mil- 
lion for NLS and $750,000 for 
MVLS. 

MVLS and NLS provide free 
legal help to low-income resi 
dents of Essex County in non- 
criminal, or civil, cases. Among 
those helped by the program are 
domestic violence victims, peo- 
ple unfairly denied health care 
or disability benefits, parents 
being challenged for custody of 
their children, elders facing 

foreclosure on their home, spe- 
cial needs and disabled children 
deprived of educational entitle- 
ments, and child victims of 
abuse and neglect. While low- 
income people in criminal cases 
have a right to a court-appointed 
attorney, in civil cases they rely 
on legal aid programs like NLS 
and MVLS. But for the legisla- 
ture’s override, NLS would have 
been forced to close one of its 
two full service field offices, lay 
off staff, and serve 600 to 800 
fewer families, according to a

there was sufficient particular- 
ization because new or expand- 
ed customers received the spe- 
cific benefit of new or expanded 
electricity; a fee could be 
charged to people choosing to 
moor a boat; a charge for fol- 
low-up from a town communi- 
cations center on electronic 
alarm signals was particularized 
to users and, therefore, allowed. 
In contrast, the Court decided in 
a previous case that providing 
school facilities is not particu- 
larized to an individual, because 
it is government’s obligation to 
provide such facilities out of 
general revenue funds. 

In the Fall River case, since 
the public benefits resulting 
from a regulated system of dis- 
posal of human remains cannot 
be seriously contested, the 
Court decided that the issuance 
of the burial permit does not 
benefit a permit seeker in a par- 
ar manner which is not 
shared by the general public. 

The Court, therefore, decid- 
ed that on the record before it, 
the burial permit charge was 
better characterized as a (pro- 
hibited ) tax rather than a (per- 
missible) fee because: the payer 
of the fee derives no benefit that 
is not shared by the general pub- 
lic, proper interment is manda- 
tory by state law, the burial per- 
mit is mandatory by state law, 
and, perhaps most importantly, 
it did not appear in the trial 
court record that the funds are 
used in Fall River to defray the 
cost of enforcing the particular 
regulations. 

Thus, without the approval of 
the legislature, Fall River cannot 
require such a payment. Howev- 
er, the Court made it clear that 
the question of whether a charge 
is a tax or a fee is to be deter- 
mined on a case-by-case basis.

| raspy voice and disheveled

textbook editor and consultant, 
she has been a member of the 
Massachusetts Bar since 1987. 

She claims the bar counsel 
and the Board of Bar Overseers

The Office of Bar Counsel - 
an independent body that works 
with the state Supreme Judicial 
Court in prosecuting lawyers — 
notified Johnson earlier this year 
that it was seeking a disciplinary 
hearing stemming from com- 
plaints from two of Johnson’s 
former clients and a contempt of 
court order from a judge. The 
bar counsel’s decision can be 

appealed first to the Board of 
| Bar Overseers and then to the 
| Supreme Judicial Court. 
| Johnson's participation in 
what was supposed to be a 
three-day public hearing by the 
bar counsel began and ended 
Dec. 2, shortly after she began 
her opening statement. The pro- 
| ceedings were closed to the pub- 
lic, and Johnson’s supporters 
and witnesses were ordered to 
leave after Johnson repeatedly 
mentioned the names of chil- 
| dren and others whose identities 
were protected by law, despite 
numerous warnings to stop, 
Crane said. 

After the hearing was closed, 
Johnson also left the courtroom, 
though she was told she could 
stay, Crane said. She said men- 
tioning the names of the “pro- 
| tected” individuals was”a slip of 
the tongue” and that she left 
with the public because she did- 
n’t trust the board to keep an 
honest record of the hearing. 
She later posted on her Web site 
the names of the people she 
mentioned at the hearing, at 
least one whom was under the 
protection of a court order.

ex-wife of a client accused of 
sexually and physically abusing 
his young son. The information 
was posted on the Internet to 
“embarrass or burden” the boy’s 
mother, who was at the time 
running for public office in Bris- 
tol County, the complaint 
alleges. 

Johnson’s Web 
www.falseallegations.com, pro- 
motes the cause of fathers she 
says are falsely accused of abuse 
in divorce and child custody 
cases. It also answers legal ques- 
tions for a fee — starting at $10 
for a “yes” or “no” answer — and 
sells “sexually explicit” movie 
scripts to help support the site. 

In a second complaint against 
her, Johnson is accused of fail- 
ing to deposit a $10,000 check 
from a client into a trust fund. 
The complaint further alleges 
Johnson withheld $7,575 from a 
client without securing a signed 
fee agreement. The complaint 
alleges the bill was “inaccurate 
and intentionally false.” When 
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her client complained to the Bar 
about the bill, Johnson posted 
confidential information about 
the case on her Web site. 

The third charge is that John- 
son failed to turn over discovery 
evidence to opposing counsel 
after being ordered to do so by a 
judge. 

Although she had planned to 
retire a year ago, Johnson said 
she now wants to continue prac- 
ticing law on behalf of those 
who cannot afford private attor- 
neys. She said she plans to fight 
disbarment, if that is the board’s 
decision, all the way to the SJC. 

“I have a tremendous pro 
bono practice,” she said. 
“What's upsetting is that if they 
take away my law license, I 
won't be able to continue help- 
ing poor people, like the ones 
who visit my Web site. Whom 
will they rely on?” 

Johnson said she intends to 
file a federal lawsuit against the 
bar counsel and the bar over- 
seers. 

“] will be suing for millions 
and if I get the money, years 
down the line, I will be setting 
up a fund to help change the sys- 
tem and get better representation 
for poor people,” she said.

The legislators were honored 
for restoring $7.6 million in

MVLS and NLS provide free 
legal help to low-income resi- 
dents of Essex County in non- 
criminal, or civil, cases. Among 
those helped by the program are 
domestic violence victims, peo- 
ple unfairly denied health care 
or disability benefits, parents 
being challenged for custody of 
their children, elders facing 
foreclosure on their home, spe- 
cial needs and disabled children 
deprived of educational entitle- 
ments, and child victims of 
abuse and neglect. While low- 
income people in criminal cases 
have a right to a court-appointed 
attorney, in civil cases they rely 
on legal aid programs like NLS 
and MVLS. But for the legisla- 
ture’s override, NLS would have 
been forced to close one of its 
two full service field offices, lay 
off staff, and serve 600 to 800 
fewer families, according to a 


release.

ber. 

The Massachusetts Department of Education has directed 
Andover to increase class time at Andover High School. Andover 
must offer high schoolers 990 hours of class time by September 
2004 — 868 were offered in September 2003 - and must offer an 
interim plan to increase hours by January. 

Superintendent Claudia Bach submitted the plans last week to 
the DOE, saying she would hire 16 teachers — at a cost of 
$673,380 before health benefits are factored in — to meet the DOE 
mandate. 

Selectmen, Finance Committee and School Committee mem- 
bers have voiced concerns over how to pay for the increase in 
spending. Leaders and residents have questioned whether block 
scheduling makes AHS more expensive to staff. 


School leaders 

School leaders have said the goal in hiring the new teachers is 
to fulfill two goals: meeting the DOE mandate and meeting parent 
desire for more classes at AHS. 

“The DOE's request for hours is compatible with parent and 
student requests for courses,” said Bach. 

Anderson says block scheduling does not stand in the way of 
the school meeting the 990 hours. “We already have enough time 
(in the school day.) Regardless of the schedule, we need to staff it,” 
said Anderson. 

Anderson says the advantages of the block schedule are: more 
analytical discussions, longer time for lab activities, more oppor- 
tunities for kids to work together in class, and that teachers to get 
to know a smaller group of kids better. 

“They are taking additional core courses that they couldn't take 
if (the schedule) wasn’t block,” said Anderson. 


Skepticism 

Lyman and others have voiced concern about the AHS sched- 
ule. Lyman said at a tri-board meeting two weeks ago she had 
received numerous phone calls from residents concerned about 
the schedule. 

“I’ve since then gotten more phone calls and e-mails,” said 
Lyman on Monday. 

Having watched last Tuesday's School Committee meeting on 
television, Lyman said she and others concur with member 
Christopher Smith’s request to know what courses the new teach- 
ers will teach. “We're not looking for more PE classes for our 
kids.” she said. “There’s a difference between meeting the (DOE 
deadline) and how effective we are at meeting the solution the par- 
ents were after.” 


A student’s perspective 

Craig-Comin says she understands town and school leaders’ 
concerns about money, but she still thinks block scheduling is 
worth preserving. “We should fix (the financial problems) without 
hurting the education system,” she said. 

Craig-Comin says the general strengths of block scheduling 
| are: 

¢ Fewer academic courses allow students to focus. 

* Longer classes allow for more in-depth study. 

* Giving teachers more time during the day allows them to vol- 

unteer their time after school to lead clubs. 

* Longer periods allow for more interdisciplinary courses. 

A drawback of block scheduling is ending a course mid-year 
and the possibility of not studying it again for an entire year, said 
Craig-Comin. This affects students taking the SATs or other stan- 
dardized tests, she said. 

Craig-Comin says block scheduling is most important to her 
because it allows the teaching of interdisciplinary courses. 
Odyssey, World Studies and 20th Century studies were some of 
her favorite classes because they presented literature in a cultural 
and historic perspective. A planned course Craig-Comin wished 
had been offered this year would have combined calculus and 
17th-century literature. 

“You learn about the literature of the time period in-context and 
you learn the history at the same time. It makes it more real,” she 
said. “It makes it more understandable to me if I learn it in a con- 
text and it puts me in the spot.” 

It is just this sort of class Craig-Comin says wouid be sacrificed 
if class periods were closer to 45 minutes instead of the present 82. 

“There’s definitely no way that could exist in a (seven-period 
day),” she said. 

Craig-Comin says AHS students saw a big change in the school 
from last spring to September 2003. “Everyone notices the differ- 
ence.” she said. Marketing, business, computer, accounting, and 
AP art courses were lost in teacher cuts, she said. 

Craig-Comin says the supplies, equipment and extra courses 
that were cut are associated with a top-notch education. 

“You don’t need it for a basic education, but you need it for one 
of the best educations in the state or country,” said Craig-Comin.

Local donations make 2003 
Toys for Tots drive a success

Needy children in the area may find an unexpected toy under the 
Christmas tree this year, thanks to Andover businesses and resi- 
dents, More than 5,000 toys were collected in Andover for the Toys 
for Tots program . 

Toys for Tots is sponsored by the US Marine Corps Reserves. 
rheir mission is to collect new, unwrapped toys during October, 
November and December each year and distribute those toys as 
Christmas gifts to needy children in the community in which the 
campaign is conducted. 

Andover had four participating drop-off centers this year: at the 
Andover IRS Center; Hawthorne Suites, 4 Riverside Drive; Brick- 
stone Properties, 200 Brickstone Square; and the Post Office. 

The IRS donated 4,281 toys, along with a check for $9,500, said 
Brenda Wilson at the Andover IRS Center's communications 
department. Wilson says employees at the center hold raffles and 
yard sales to come up with money to buy toys. The $9,500 check 
was given to the Marines to buy more toys. “It’s the one big thing 
the employees really get behind,” said Wilson.

A stocking 
full of spam 


I DICKENS’ CLASSIC A Christmas Carol 160 years 
ago, Ebenezer Scrooge — before he saw the light - 
said: “...every idiot who goes about with “Merry 
Christmas’ on his lips, should be boiled with his own 
pudding, and buried with a stake of holly through his 
heart.” We could envision a similar punishment for 
spammers, the sleazy commercial e-mailers who 
send out millions of fraudulent messages each day to 
flood the in-boxes of consumers and businesses, 
including the Jownsman. 

But just in time for Christmas, President George 
W. Bush signed into law last week the so-called “Can 
Spam Act,” legislation that will finally establish fed- 
eral regulations on how commercial e-mail is distrib- 
uted. The US House of Representatives recognized 
how abusive and prolific the problem had become, 
and voted 392-5 in favor of the first anti-spam bill, 
which bans unsolicited, junk e-mail. Penalties for 
these bandwidth-hog violators include jail time and 
fines that could total millions of dollars. 

These unwanted, unsolicited e-mails aren’t merely 
annoying and irritating to those who use the Internet. 
Sandwiched in between legitimate e-mails, they are 
intrusive interruptions pitching everything from pre- 
scription drugs, pornography, low-cost mortgages, 
inkjet cartridges, cable-TV decoder boxes, herbal 
placebos, physical enhancers, and get-rich-quick 
schemes involving South African diamond mines or 
large inheritances to be transferred out of Nigeria or 
Democratic Republic of the Congo — to be “shared” 
with anyone naive enough to furnish their bank- 
account numbers. 

The law intends to force commercial e-mailers to 
identify themselves clearly, use accurate sender 
addresses, abide by consumer requests to opt-out 
(“leave me alone”), and not use phony subject lines 


or blur their file-transmission paths. 


Those who don’t comply with the new law should 
be forced to write letters of apology to each person 
they've spammed, lick each stamp and each enve- 
lope — or hand-deliver each one. It’s a punishment we 
think even the transformed Scrooge would approve 
of. Instead of being so miserly, selfish and greedy, 
spammers would be reminded of the importance of 


noticing the lives of others all around them.

the school to do their jobs. You 
should not arbitrarily decide, re- 
decide, then decide again to 
have, delay, then cancel school 
once the school day has official- 
ly started. If transportation is the 
issue, such as bus service being 
suspended due to an accident or 
other unforeseen emergency, 
consider this suggestion: Run 
the school day anyway with the 
staff and students that are there. 
Allow parents the option, the 
personal and logical parental 
decision, whether or not to 
transport their children to the 
schools that are already open 
and functioning.

As a Massachusetts citi- 
zen, | am proud of our state and 
the Supreme Judicial Court's 
ruling that the Constitution for- 
bids the creation of second-class 
citizens: that same-sex couples 
are entitled to equal civil mar- 
riage rights. 

As a pastor and a newlywed, 
I am pro-marriage and pro-fam- 
ily. | am saddened by stories of 
those forbidden to enter ambu- 
lances, hospitals, funeral homes 
and pension offices to be with 
the one they love in sickness or 
even death. I am saddened by 
stories of those who lose every- 
thing when their partner dies or 
leaves, as neither they nor their 
children have any legal protec- 
tions. 


As a Unitarian Universalist, | 
am committed to religious free- 
dom and I’m grateful this ruling 
preserves it; all religious bodies 
still determine which couples 
they shall marry religiously. 

I am reminded that when the 
US Supreme Court ruled in 
1967 in favor of interracial mar- 
riage, 72 percent of Americans 
disapproved and 48 percent 
believed it should be a crime. 
Today we find such thoughts 
incredible. 

As of Nov. 23, 50 percent of 
Massachusetts citizens agreed 
with equal civil marriage rights 
and 11 percent were undecided. 
We need opportunities for 
respectful dialogue to hear how 
this decision will affect the lives 
of real people.

“Focus on the Family” is com- 


ing to Andover and | believe it 
will stir up agitation and bad 
feelings.

It is my understanding that 
Andover ranked in the top 10 
percent in the state in reference 
to municipal spending, yet 
ranked below 50 percent in the 
state on per pupil spending. 
With the new year coming and 
a new budget in the works it is 
time for the town of Andover to 
reevaluate its spending priori- 
ties. It is time for the selectmen 
and Finance Committee to 
understand the school system 
and how it runs, it is time for 
the school department and the 
teachers union to reevaluate 
their priorities as well. The stu- 
dents in Andover have one shot 
at an education and we as a 
community are failing to give 
these children the education 
they deserve.

Lifelong resident dies at 81 


‘Benny’ Sayles was familiar downtown figure

He was a fixture on Andover’s downtown scene for years, 
walking Main Street collecting empty cans for recycling or sim- 
ply saying hello to passersby. 

Benjamin Sayles - or simply “Benny” as he was known 
around town — has died. He was 81.

Benny loved kids and his home was always stocked with plen- 
ty of candy at Halloween, as he enjoyed checking out all those 
costumes.

“He was always cheerful, said hello to everyone but was a 
very quiet man, too.

Like the Andover High girls swim and 
dive team, the AHS girls gymnastics 
squad has ruled the Merrimack Valley 
Conference and most of the rest of the 
state for quite awhile.
